1886, 
and December 31, 1889, not less than 7,893 
persons had been bitten by mad dogs and 
treated at the Pasteur Institute. Of these, 
fifty-three died. In striking contrast to this 
mall fraction is the 9 —— of deaths 
among persons bitten by mad dogs aud not 
treated by the Pasteur method. Physicians 
are unanimous in placing this percentage at 
5.90. In other words, of 7,893 persons actu- 
ally treated, 1,265 would, butfor this great 
discovery, have died.

A CARPENTERS’ STRIKE. 


PROBABILITY THAT ONE WILL BE INAU- 
GURATED HERE MONDAY. 


— 


The Carpenters Want Recognitien of Their 
Union and 40 Cents an Hour Pay—The 
Strike te Have Nothing te De With Eight 
Heur Mevement—Other Strikes Threat- 
ened—The Federation’s Plans. 


In all probability a carpenters’ strike will 
be inaugurated inthis city Monday. There 
has been a general strike among carpenters 
in various cities, but the strike here will be 
of a local character and not have any connec- 
tion with the eight-hour system. St. Louis 
carpenters already have the eight-hour sys- 
tem ip operation." They have two grievances 
which they will endeavor to have remedied 
by the strike they areto inaugurate Monday. 
The first isto have the bosses recognize the 
Carpenters’ Union, and the second is to have 
their wages increased Scents per hour. At 
present they receive 35 cents an hour and they 
want 40 cents an hour, 

When the American Federation of Labor 
decided to fight for the adoption of the eight 
hour system, they determined that the fight 
should not be inaugurated before May 1. 
Their plan was to let each trade make the 
fight separate, so that while they were out the 
other trades could be drawn upon 
to supply . them with the necessary 
means of support until they bad 
gained their point. The idea is that if one 
trade ata time 1s all that goes out the others 


with very little hardship to themselves can 
supply them with funds that will enable them 
TO CARRY ON THE FIGHT 

indefinitely and force their employers to 
eventually give in to theirdemands, It was 
determined that the carpenters should be the 
first trade to make the demand, but they were 
instructed not to go out until after May 1 
or the aid of the American Federation 
of Labor would not be extended to them. All 
other trades were o to remain at work 
until instructed to go out. The American 
Federation of Labor will support strikers 
only where eight hours’ work a dayis the 
point at issue. Where the men strike for 
other 229 they will receive no flnaneial 
aid — — ization, it being

The strike to be inaugurated here Monday 
will also be a purely local strike as stated, on 
accountof the issues involved being purely 
and having no connection with the eight-hour 
system for which the American Federation of 
Labor is battling. The latter organization is 
made up of unions in all trades. 

THE VARIOUS TRADES 
have national-unions of their own, and the 
American Federation of Labor is a sortof 
supreme council or union of all these various 
national unions. The St. Loujs carpenters 
have asked for the assistance of the Carpen- 
ters’ National Union intheir coming strike 
and are said to have received a ‘oe 
of jt, so that they will get aid 
from that quarter, although not from 
the Federation of bor. The carpenters 
claim that the local union is very strong and 
seem to have little doubt about their ability 
to secure their demands. They state tnat 
nearly all carpenters in the city belong to the 
union and the few that are not can easily be 
brought In. , : 

A strike among the German compositors is 
also a possibility of the near future. They 
want a uniform system of wages. Some ofthe 
German newspapers pay union rates while 
others do not. Itis expected, however, that 
a settlement of the matter will be effected 
without any resort to a strike.

WHO WILL BE CANDIDATES IF VACANCIES 
ARE CREATED TUESDAY- 


Mr. Bartholdt Says He Will Rue Again Ne 
Matter Who Is Brought Out by the Oppo- 
sition—The Aulerites’ Candidate in the 
First District Will Be Julius Benger aad 
in the Fourth Mr. Fred W. Bierbaum. 


Now that the School Board fight in the courts 
is coming toan end the question of how the 
vacancies created will be filled is receiving a 
great deal of consideration. The death of Mr. 
August Reimler leaves a vacancy in the 
Fourth District, and should Messrs. Macklin, 
Rogers, Bartholdt and Boliman all be ousted 
by the Court of Appeals there would be five 
directors to be chosen.

The Court of Appeals is 
expected to hand down its decis lou next Tues- 
day and until then School Board affairs will be 
quiet. There is some doubt even among the 
leading Miller ites as to whether Mr. Macklin 
will be ousted, but Mr. Rogers’ tax receipts 
are not considered even dy his friends as giv- 
ing an assurance that he will be allowed to 


remain in the board. 

Mr. Richard Bartholdt in speaking to a Post- 
DISPATCH reporter this morning about What 
the programme of the Aulerites would be 


said: 
„No special meeting of the board will be 


held to call an election to fill the vacancy 
caused by the death of August Reimler. We 
propose to walt quietly and see whether the 
Court of Appeals will create any more vacan- 
cies next Tuesday.

The Council refused when it 
first took up the billto appropriate money wy 
make good the deficits in the Lafayette Park, 
House of Refuge, Marshal's office and 9 
departments, on the ground that the heads o 
these departments exceeded their author- 
ity in running over their allowances 
and incurring debt. The argument used to 
convince the Council tnat these amounts 
ought to be allowed was that the bills would 
have to be paid eventually by the city and 
that time, trouble and annoyance would be 
saved by appropriating the necessary funds 
without compelling the claimants to 
wait for the passage of the 
general appropriation pill. The Council 
steadfastly refused to do 680, but the House 
took a different position and amended the bill 
90 as to include the amounts for the deficits 
after it had passed the Council. Comptroller 
Stevenson says the Council is only doing its 
duty in protesting against the custom 
of some of the department in ex- 
ceeding their allowances. 4. the House 
is strongly wedded to the opposite 
side of the question the chances of an early 
Jettlement of the dispute cannot be consid- 
ered very bright. 

The Council introduced anew issue in the 
controversy last evening, when several of the 
members took the ground that it would 
be a sacrifice of dignity on the part 
of the upper house to dom!- 
nated by the lower house. Delegate 
Sſegzmund said this morning that when it 
came down to a matter of dignity the House 
would not suffer a particle in comparison with 
the Council. Inthe meantime the Police De- 
partment, Fire Department and the immense 
army ofcity employes are impatiently wait- 
ing for their salaries and consoling them- 
— by hurling imprecations at the heads of 
the Counciimen and Delegates. 


Will Get Their Pay Monday. 


City Treasurer Foerstel made an announce- 
ment shortly before noon to-day, which will 
be glorious tidings to the impatient city 
employes who are yearning for their April 


pay. ile will, if he oan possibly do 80, pay 
them Monday, despite the fact that no 
money has as yet been appropriated for 
that purpose. This morning he made arrange- 
with the Laclede, Commercial and Boat- 
banks by which he will secure the 
funds the first thing Monday morn- 
lede will advance $57,000 to pay 
man’s $33,000 for the fire- 
men and Commercial $55,000. for all 
other salaries excepting those of the em- 
ployes who are in institutions where they re- 
ceive board as well as saiary. To do this 
Treasurer Foerstel had to agree to pay in- 
terest on the money and give the necessary 
security. He - acted 1 * citizen 
in the whole transaction and as 
such is responsible. Speaking to a 
POST-DISPATCH reporter he said that he did 
got think it exactly right to hold back the 
ealaries of the city employes on account of 
the disagreement inthe Assembly, and that 
he deemed it a good thing to make such an 
arrangement. „„The interest will not 
amount to much, he said, even if 
the controversy lasts a month, and I don’t 
suppose for a minute it willcontinue a week 
longer. Then when the bill is passed and 
signed the money will be returned and nobody 
will be out, excepting the few dollars interest 
I will have to pay.

* ELECTRIC TORPEDOES. 


Satisfactory Trial of the Sims-Edison In · 
vention Yesterday. 


By Telegraph to the Posr-Disraron. 

New YorKE, May 8.—Several of the delegates 
to the Pan-American Congress, together with 
alotof army and navy officers and others, 
went down to Willett’s Point yesterday as the 
guests of President Everett Fraser and other 
officers of the Sims-Edison Torpedo Co. The 
Secretary of War placed the Government 
steamer Chester A. Arthur at their disposal, 


and she left Pier 8, North River, at 12:20 
o’clock. She touched at the Brooklyn 
Navy Yard to take on Admiral Brains, 
but be was unable to Ko. He, 
sent Commander A. H McCormick 
and Lieut. Flynne to represent him. He also 
sent the Marine Band. Lieut. Col. W. R. King 
met the party at Willett’s Point, and it was 


_ first treated to a sightof two torpedo explo- 


sions. One of the torpedoes, charged with 100 
pounds of mortar powder, threw the spray 180 
feet into the air, and the other, which was 
loaded with fifty pounds of dynamite, threw 
it considerably hightr. Then came tne event 
of the day, the operation: of one of the Sime 
Edison electric torpedoes. The lower part of 
the torpedo is cylindrical, with sharp 
ends, and it contains the explosive 
substance. The up part is afloat, 
from which the lower part is suspended 
IX feet below the surface of the water. The 
torpedo used yesterday was loaded with an 
amount of gravel equivalent to 255 unds of 
dynamite. It was towed outa short distance 
from the wharf and was then propelied from 
shore by electricity under the direction of the 
inventor, W. Scott Sims, on the wharf. 

The course was northerly for one-fourth of a 
mile,and then westerly,returning to a stand- 
still about 800 feet from where it started. Its 
velocity was at the rate of nineteen miles an 
hour. The inventor received the congratula- 
tions of the party. The sctual amount of 
space traversed was about 4,500 feet, and the 
time consumed was 1 minute 45 seconds.
